SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA, 


For  the  preparation  of  the  following  information  I  am 
indebted  to  Mr. Basil  S.Pike,  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector. 


Water  Supply 

Water  supplies  remained  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity,  no  shortages  occurring  during  the  year. 


Of  79  samples  of  raw  water  tested,  all  but  3  were 
satisfactory.  27  samples  were  taken  for  examination  of 
treated  water  after  going  into  supply.  All  were  satisfactory.

22  houses  previously  taking  their  water  from  external  standpipes 
were  provided  with  internal  piped  supplies  during  the  year. 


Two  samples  of  water  from  private  wells  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Sewage  Disposal 

A  Relief  Sewer  was  laid  during  the  year  -  approximately 
550  yards  of  18”  and  550  yards  of  15"  concrete  tube  sewer  with 
duplicate  inverted  syphon  under  River  Welland.  This  takes  the 
discharge  from  the  Southern  area  of  the  town  and  relieves 
St.  Mary’s  Road  main  sewer. 

Reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  completed 
except  for  final  adjustments  to  machines,  pumps  &  other  mechanical 
apparatus. 

45  Closets  without  mechanical  means  of  flushing  were 
converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year,  by  service  of 
statutory  notices  or  by  informal  action  -  the  Council  paying  half 
the  cost  of  conversion. 


Refuse  Collection 

Houses  and  other  premises  are  provided  with  dustbins  for 
refuse  storage.  Collection  is  on  a  weekly  basis,  and  disposal 
is  by  controlled  tipping. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  approximately 
140  premises,  about  200  bins  or  their  equivalent  being  dealt  with 
under  the  scheme.  The  charge  for  this  service  was  increased  this 
year  from  15/-  to  £2.5*0.  per  bin  per  annum.

The  Rodent  Officer,  as  other  duties  permitted,  has 
proceeded  with  the  routine  inspection  of  the  District.  4,881 
Visits  and  Inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year,  in  routine 
survey  of  the  District  &  treatment  at  premises.  Infestations  by 
rodents  are  treated  free  at  dwelling  houses;  business  and  agric¬ 
ultural  premises  are  charged  for  the  service.  Council  properties 
are  inspected  regularly  and  treated  as  required. 

Disinfestation 

No  verminous  premises  were  discovered  during  1961. 

229  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  treatments 
to  destroy  flies,  wasps,  ants  and  other  insects. 

Swimming  Baths 

20  Inspections  were  made  of  the  Public  Swimming  Baths  and 
attention  paid  to  the  operation  of  plant,  routine  tests  and 
rnaintainance  of  a  good  swimming  water  throughout  the  year.

6  samples  were  also  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  were  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  Council  owns  the  abattoir  and  provides  the 
facilities  for  a  public  slaughterhouse. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  accepted 
Council’s  Report,  under  Section  3(0  of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act,  1958,  proposing  the  building  of  a  new  Abattoir.  The 
proposed  "appointed  day"  is  1st  July,  19&2. 

17,429  animals  were  slaughtered  during  1961.  All  of 
these  were  examined  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  560  visits  being 
made  for  this  purpose.
